ow  CAN  THE  graphic  arts  industry 
tie  up  with  the  huge  all-out  stroke 
that  will  “konk”  the  Axis  aggressors 
down  to  earth? 

Conversion  to  war  production  is  being 
suggested  as  one  way.  The  industry 
has  already  been  called  upon  to  utilize 
whatever  machine  tools  it  has ;  and,  in 


addition,  to  purchase  and  use  machine  9 
tools  for  subcontract  work.  Studies  9 
are  being  made  to  find  ways  and  means  9 
to  convert  existing  printing  equipm^t 
into  machines  for  producing  war  ma-  9 
terial ;  to  utilize  plant  space  and  other  11 
facilities  for  war  equipment  manufac-  fl 
ture  and  assembly;  and  to  train  print-  || 
ers  and  allied  workers  in  macldning  11 
operations.  Material  calling  for  die-  ll 
cut  work  is  already  being  handled  in  f  I 
a  number  of  pressrooms;  and  assem-  11 
bling  of  such  necessities  as  first-aid 
kits  and  field  rations  is  now  being  done 
in  binderies.  And,  undoubtedly  within  ^ 
the  next  several  months,  the  industry  ^ 
will  be  given  many  suggestions  as  to  ^  ^ 
what  it  can  do  to  gear  itself  into  the 
war  production  program.  3

to  arrange  for ‘a  study  of  plant  effi¬ 
ciency  ;  to  put  up  suggestion  boxes  and 
arrange  for  handling  suggestions;  to  ! 
set  up  bulletin  boards  and  arrange  for  ; 
posting  special  communiques  and  other 
material ;  to  establish  a  method  of  pro-  j 
duction  news  distribution;  to  start  a  \ 
slogan  contest ;  and  to  devise  a  method 
of  informing  all  subcontractors  and 
suppliers  about  the  War  Production 
Drive.  Printing  can  help  every  Com-  | 
mittee  perform  its  duties.

'Ar  The  supposition  that  printing  should 
he  drastically  curtailed  now  as  a  patri¬ 
otic  gesture  is  ridiculous.  The  graphic 
arts  industry  is  so  commonplace  that 
one  scarcely  realizes  its  place  in  human 
events.  Take  away  our  newspapers, 
magazines,  office  forms,  advertising  of 
all  kinds,  tickets,  and  stationery  and 
our  way  of  life  for  which  we  now  battle 
would  jfold  like  an  accordion.  Printers 
have,  from  time  to  time,  feebly  eulo¬ 
gized  the  graphic  arts.  They  have 
never,  to  any  great  extent,  used  their 
own  media  to  publicize  this  truth,  just 
as  they  have  generally  and  consistently 
refused  to  advertise  their  own  endeav¬ 
ors  with  their  own  presses. 

Certainly  there  will  be  some  curtail¬ 
ment,  but  it  should  not  be  deliberate. 
No  businesses  are  deliberately  folding 
up  because  we  are  at  war,  but  only  be¬ 
cause  certain  raw  materials  cannot  be 
had.  Thus  far  there  has  been  no  drastic 
cut  on  printers’  supplies,  and  present 
equipment  will  no  doubt  see  us  through 
to  victory. 

The  attitude  of  bellyachers  who  cry 
for  “business  as  usual’  ’cannot  be  con¬ 
doned.  But  the  printing  business  is  not 
now — and  won’t  be  “as  usual”  until 
long  after  the  war  is  won.  Several 
changes  are  already  manifest:  some 
markets  have  changed  or  are  gone; 
supplies  are  slow  and  remote  items  are 


unobtainable;  new  equipment  deliver¬ 
ies  in  many  cases  have  ceased ;  a  short¬ 
age  of  labor  exists,  especially  in  young 
men. 

The  predicted  “terrible”  paper  short¬ 
age  has  not  developed.  When  the  silly 
idea  of  hoarding  metal  in  forms  for  re¬ 
runs,  which  never  materialize,  is 
broken,  we  will  probably  have  enough 
lead,  tin  and  antimony.  It  is  said  that 
there  is  ten  per  cent  paper  waste  now 
caused  by  a  lack  of  intelligent  plan¬ 
ning.  If  jobs  are  generally  planned 
correctly  we  may  not  see  a  paper  short¬ 
age.  Photo-engravers,  it  is  reported, 
use  only  one  tenth  of  one  per  cent  of 
American,  Mexican  and  Canadian  zinc 
production — a  cheap  price  to  pay  for 
propaganda  and  the  maintenance  of 
civilian  morale.  The  streamlining  of 
ads  to  bare  essentials  already  being 
practiced  will  save  copper.  Full  capac¬ 
ity  and  added  shifts  on  present  machin¬ 
ery  will  see  us  through  a  long-lasting 
war.  Excepting  paper,  ink  and  such 
items  as  stitching  wire,  graphic  arts 
materials  are  rotated — used  again  and 
again.  The  graphic  arts  are  probably 
ninety  per  cent  self-sustaining.  There¬ 
fore  little  could  be  gained  by  curtailing 
printing  to  aid  the  war  effort.

We  have  ample  evidence  of 
this  fact. 

Scoffers  need  merely  to  look  at  the 
manner  and  extent  in  which  the  armed 
forces  have  ►  seized  upon  the  graphic 
arts  for  aid.  It  is  reported  that  one 
army  camp  has  a  battery  of  presses 
which  can  turn  out  137,700  book  pages 
per  hour.  Loose-leaf  devices  are  on  the 
water,  in  the  air  and  on  the  land  and  in  | 
the  factory  to  record  technical  data, 
equipment,  gas  and  oil  consumption 
and  payrolls — all  on  printed  forms. 

The  recent  ration  book  job  if  stacked 
would  make  a  pile  fifteen  miles  high— 
or  encircle  the  globe.  In  1942  about 
6,600,000  nautical  and  aeronautical 
maps  will  be  manufactured.  The  first 
aid  book  for  the  Red  Cross  is  being 
reproduced  at  the  rate  of  one  million  " 
copies  per  week.  The  war  is  literally 
run  on  paper,  and  so  is  home  defense. 

No  records  are  available  on  the  tremen¬ 
dous  amount  of  printing  and  litho¬ 
graphing  being  done  for  thousands  of 
defense  plants.  This  is  unfortunate  for 
the  graphic  arts. 

The  home  front  of  the  graphic  arts 
is  of  inestimable  value  in  wartime. 
Direct  mail  and  publication  advertising 
will  sell  goods  vital  to  public  welfare 
when  and  where  personal  contact  sales 
cease.  Population  and  income  shifts 
will  be  served  by  direct  mail  because 
it  is  flexible,  speedy  and  versatile.  Far- 
seeing  firms  which  of  necessity  have 
withdrawn  their  products  from  the  pub¬ 
lic  will  not  sit  idly  by  and  not  keep 
contact  with  their  customers.  Of  the 
estimated  $1,920,000,000  ad  bill  for 
1941,  direct  mail  totalled  315  million  ^ 
and  publications  861  million.  Radio  I 
got  only  225  million.  ^ 

The  demand  for  technical  books  in¬ 
creases — even  fiction  sales  are  up. 
These  books  are  not  only  invaluable 
to  the  war  effort,  but  act  as  buffers  for 
wartime  jolts  to  our  morale.  They  are  [ 
nerve  tonics.  Newspaper  circulations 
are  up.  As  keepers  of  morale  they  are 
of  great  necessity.

★  The  Graphic  Arts  is  now  registered 
in  the  war  effort! 

With  the  statement  that  the  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  requirements  for  defense  has 
created  a  shortage  of  certain  types  of 
industrial  machinery,  the  War  Produc¬ 
tion  Board  has  announced  that  new, 
second-hand  and  reconditioned  “print¬ 
ing  and  publishing  machinery”  and 
“paper  converting  machinery”  is  here¬ 
after  considered  critical  industrial  ma¬ 
chinery. 

On  April  9,  J.  S.  Knowlson,  Director 
of  Industry  Operations  of  the  War  Pro¬ 
duction  Board,  issued  “General  Limita¬ 
tion  Order — L-83,”  which  prohibits 
manufacturers  or  dealers  from  accept¬ 
ing  or  filling  orders  in  excess  of  $200.00 
for  new  or  used  “printing  and  publish¬ 
ing  machinery”  and  “paper  converting 
machinery,”  unless  the  order  is  an  ap¬ 
proved  order.  The  term  order  is  de¬ 
fined  as  any  commitment  or  arrange¬ 
ment  for  the  delivery  of  critical  indus¬ 
trial  machinery  whether  by  purchase, 
lease,  rental  or  otherwise. 

Nor  can  a  printer  procure  from  an¬ 
other  printer  any  such  machinery — ^for 
under  L-83  “no  person  shall  accept  de¬ 
livery  of  any  critical  industrial  machin¬ 
ery,  except  pursuant  to  an  approved 
order.” 

Approved  orders  are  defined  as  those 
destined  for;  (1)  the  Army,  the  Navy, 
or  certain  specified  government  agen¬ 
cies;  (2)  the  governments  of  the 
United  Nations;  (3)  Lend-lease  com¬ 
mitments;  and  (4)  any  orders  bearing

an  A-9  or  higher  preference  rating  is¬ 
sued  at  any  time  on  an  original  PDl 
or  PDIA  or  P19H  certificate,  or  on  a 
PD3  or  PD3A  certificate  countersigned 
before  April  9. 

Thus,  the  printer  will  hereafter  have 
to  apply  to  the  War  Production  Board 
for  an  A-9  or  higher  preference  rating 
on  a  PDIA  form  before  he  can  buy  any 
printing  machinery. 

The  PDIA  form,  which  can  be  pro¬ 
cured  from  the  local  office  of  WPB,  is 
easy  to  complete  and,  of  course,  all 
manufacturers  and  dealers  in  printing 
machinery  will  be  pleased  to  assist  in 
properly  preparing  the  same. 

The  Limitation  Order  does  not  pro¬ 
hibit  the  purchase  of  parts  worth  less 
than  $1,000  needed  to  repair  or  main¬ 
tain  a  single  piece  of  existing  machin¬ 
ery,  nor  does  it  prohibit  the  purchase 
of  $1,000  or  more  of  repair  or  mainte¬ 
nance  parts  when  and  only  when  there 
has  been  an  actual  breakdown  or  sus¬ 
pension  of  operations  because  of  dam¬ 
age,  wear  and  tear,  destruction  or  fail¬ 
ure  of  parts,  or  the  like,  and  the  essen¬ 
tial  repair  or  maintenance  parts  are  not 
otherwise  available. 

The  avowed  purpose  of  this  Limita¬ 
tion  Order  is  (1)  to  meet  shortages  in 
certain  types  of  industrial  machinery; 

(2)  to  conserve  critical  raw  materiad; 
and  (3)  to  convert  the  machine  tools 
and  skilled  labor  of  the  manufacturer 
to  work  on  war  materials.  It  is,  there¬ 
fore,  likely  that  the  Director  of  Indus-  ^ 
( Continued  on  page  50),  ^ 
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A  primary  defense  aaivity  of  printing 
plants  is  to  maintain  maximum  production  capacity  to 
meet  the  unforeseen  demands  of  war. 


A  contribution  of  the  printing  industry 
to  the  war  effort  is  preventative  maintenance  of  equip¬ 
ment  that  will  assure  press  production  and  reduce  calls  for 
repair  parts  upon  the  nation’s  manufacturing  facilities. 


Frequent  and  thorough  lubrication — 
attention  to  electrical  equipment,  it  is  invaluable  and  likely 
to  become  increasingly  unavailable — care  of  rollers  to 
assure  cleanliness  and  guard  against  excessive  pressures — 
these  are  all  typical  of  preventative  maintenance  that  will 
help  prolong  press  service  and  can  help  the  war  effort. 


The  Harris  service  organization  is  avail¬ 
able  to  consult  with  and  advise  plant  owners  on  means 
and  methods  to  secure  maximum  press  performance.

A  Blackout  on  Waste 

by  William  J.  Acker 

★  “Waste  Is  Sabotage”  is  one  of  indus¬ 
try’s  slogans  in  America’s  all-out  effort 
in  World  War  II.  Since  it  is  impera¬ 
tive  to  avoid  waste  of  such  essential 
material  as  paper,  ink,  and  the  like,  we  >. 
should  make  a  thorough  job  of  elimi-  ^ 
nating  waste  wherever  it  may  be  found  Ij 
in  the  average  printing  plant.  Some  ? 
firms  now  economize  on  letter  paper 
by  using  both  sides  of  the  same  sheet 
where  ordinarily  they  would  use  two  I,, 
sheets.  R 

I  still  think  that  every  printing  job 
embracing  a  number  of  type  areas,  il-  I 
lustrations,  etc.,  should  begin  with  a  R 
layout.  Typographical  layouts  save  R 
time  and  effort  in  the  composing  room  * 
and  cut  production  costs.  ^ 

Every  piece  of  copy  and  every 
locked  form  that  is  sent  to  the  en¬ 
graver  for  making  a  cut  should  have  a 
proof  or  notation  indicating  the  exact 
outline  size  of  the  cut.  If  it  is  to  be 
mounted  on  a  wood  base,  the  instruc¬ 
tions  should  include  that  the  plate 
must  be  nailed  or  anchored  to  the  base 
within  the  trim  area  indicated. 

In  the  composing  room  that  pro¬ 
vides  the  basis  for  these  observations, 
it  is  a  daily  routine  to  pull  out  nails, 
renail  cuts,  trim  them  to  size  required, 
etc.  This  work  should  all  be  done  right 
the  first  time.  We  get  quite  a  number 
of  such  cuts  that  are  not  trimmed  prop¬ 
erly;  the  sides  of  the  base  may  be  cut 
on  a  bias,  indicating  faulty  equipment 
or  handling.  Let’s  eliminate  such  waste 
of  time  and  effort. 

It’s  quite  a  common  occurrence  to 
get  layouts  on  sheets  of  paper  about 
twice  the  size  required  for  a  true  scale 
layout.  The  extra  size  needs  more  fold¬ 
ing  and  refolding  which  results  in  wear 
and  tear  and  waste. 

Proof  sheets  should  be  cut  in  vari¬ 
ous  sizes  suitable  for  the  sizes  of  the

much  in  the  way  of  sinkers,  you  will 
have  the  form  likely  to  work  up  on 
the  outer  edges.  In  order  to  deter¬ 
mine  just  how  many  sinkers  to  add  to 
columns  of  type,  it  is  sometimes  wise 
to  make  a  test  hy  locking  up  a  column 
in  a  good  square  platen  chase.  See  if 
the  form  is  apt  to  “belly”  up  in  center 
of  column  when  pressure  of  quoins  is 
applied.  It  should  print  best  when  it 
locks  up  perfectly  flat,  and  you  can 
test  this  by  placing  a  steel  straight¬ 
edge  on  bottom  of  form.  We  would 
recommend  the  use  of  more,  thinner 
sinkers  than  fewer  thick  ones.  We  have 
found  sinkers  of  hard  finished  bond 
or  ledger  paper  best — possibly  about 
one-quarter  point  in  thickness,  and 
about  one-quarter  inch  in  width — using 
just  enough  to  compensate  for  the  dif¬ 
ference  in  thickness  of  slugs  at  top  and 
bottom.  Of  course  there  is  a  con¬ 
siderable  variance  in  slugs  even  in 
the  same  plant,  depending  on  how  the 
knives  are  working  on  machines,  and 
care  must  be  taken  in  makeup  to  see 
that  you  are  getting  just  enough  sink¬ 
ers  in.  Slugs  are  naturally  wider 
(lengthwise)  at  top  than  at  bottom, 
otherwise  they  could  not  be  ejected 
from  mold.  The  pressman’s  habit  of 
using  a  thick  sinker  at  sides  of  pages 
is  not  so  bad  as  in  using  a  thick 
sinker  on  outside  at  top  and  bottom, 
as  the  slugs  are  not  thrown  off  feet  by 
thick  sinkers  at  ends  of  slugs. 

There  is  a  machine  on  the  market 
now  which  trims  the  slugs  at  both  ends 
and  also  trues  the  slug  in  thickness,  so 
that  it  is  very  accurate,  but  unfor¬ 
tunately  these  attachments  to  slug¬ 
casting  machines  are  not  yet  in  very 
general  use.  We  can  of  course  get  the 
pressman’s  point  of  view  in  using  thick 
sinkers,  for  he  is  primarily  interested 
in  getting  the  form  to  print  without 
workups.  However,  it  is  not  so  good 
to  have  slugs  off  their  feet — particu¬ 
larly  relatively  large  type — at  top  and 
bottom  of  columns.

Another  Transfer  Problem 

Ql  would  appreciate  an  explana- 
•  tion  on  the  cause  of  the  following 
trouble  I  am  having  on  my  model  14 
Linotype. 

In  the  upper  transfer,  occasionally 
the  transfer  slide  and  the  spaceband 
pawl  **ferk”  and  throw  the  mats  and 
spacebands  out  of  place.  That  is,  I 
think  it  is  the  *^jerk^'  of  the  levers. 
Sometimes  only  one  or  two  mats  trans¬ 
fer,  and  upon  checking,  they  are  tight, 
and  (t  bit  twisted.  All  the  spacebands 
are  in  proper  condition,  working  freely. 
The  second  elevator  rail  is  only  a  little 
worn,  and  has  given  no  trouble  until 
the  past  few  days.  I  have  noticed  that 
by  striking  the  second  elevator  when 
such  a  condition  stops  the  machine,  the 
line  will  oftentimes  transfer  smoothly.

A  Your  transfer  from  first  to  second 
elevator  is  evidently  out  of  ad¬ 
justment.  When  properly  adjusted,  a 
“pi”  mat  resting  on  the  first  elevator 
jaw  rails  at  their  right  end,  in  transfer 
position,  having  entered  the  combina¬ 
tion  rails  of  the  second  elevator  bar, 
should  show  a  uniform  fringe  of  light 
around  every  tooth  of  the  “pi”  mat, 
when  a  curved  slip  of  white  paper  is 
inserted  in  the  transfer  channel  at 
right  by  the  spaceband  box,  a  light 
placed  above  for  reflection,  and  viewed 
through  the  first  elevator  jaws  from  the 
left.  The  teeth  of  the  mats  entering 
thus  upon  the  second  elevator  bar  do 
not  touch  it  until  leaving  the  first  ele¬ 
vator  jaw  rails;  the  matrix  teeth  then 
contact  the  second  elevator  bar  rails

This  is  a  practically  frictionless 
transfer  when  adjusted  as  above  in¬ 
dicated,  with  a  minimum  of  wear  upon 
the  matrix  teeth  in  travel,  lengthening 
its  life,  eliminating  many  distributor 
stops  and  increasing  operator  produc¬ 
tion  correspondingly. 

The  first  elevator  is  adjustable  ver¬ 
tically  for  this  purpose,  with  screw  and 
lock  nut,  and  on  later  machines  the 
second  elevator  bar  and  plate  are  hori¬ 
zontally  adjustable  by  means  of  an  ad¬ 
justable  plate  attached  to  the  transfer 
guide  post.  On  older  machines  with  a 
solid  post  it  is  common  practice  to  se¬ 
cure  similar  results  by  shimming  the 
front  transfer  plate  in  or  out  as  re¬ 
quired  with  a  thickness  or  so  of  paper 
inserted  along  its  base.

How  About  Your  Rollers? 

QAs  pressman  here  I  have  just  had 
•  a  barrel  of  headaches  trying  to 
produce  a  job,  form  sheets  of  which 
are  enclosed.  After  make-up,  impres¬ 
sion,  and  other  adjustments  were  made, 
and  then  after  the  run  was  more  than 
half  through,  smudge  blotches  began 
workirig  in.  They  came  and  went,  with 
no  regularity  at  all,  and  with  no  defi¬ 
nite  location  as  you  will  see  from  the 
sheets. 

I  did  everything  to  correct  this  / 
could  think  of.  The  job  was  run  on  a 
press  which  has  always  given  excellent 
results.  I  changed  ink,  changed  rolls, 
tried  overlays  and  underlays  of  vary¬ 
ing  degree,  tried  running  with  and  with¬ 
out  the  delivery  reels,  took  the  packing 
out  and  replaced  it  under  the  bearers 
of  the  bed,  placed  the  rules  through 
the  middle  of  the  sheet.  And  still  it 
was  impossible  to  keep  that  smudge 
from  working  back  into  the  form.  The 
speed  of  the  press  was  increased  and 
then  it  was  decreased. 

Sheet  No.  1  shows  how  the  job  ran 
most  of  the  time,  clear,  nice,  clean  re¬ 
sults.  No.  2  shows  where  the  blotch 
would  appear.  No.  3  shows  where  the 
location  of  the  blotch  changed  on  one 
of  the  cuts.  Putting  the  rules  in  as 
shown  on  No.  2  seemed  to  eliminate 
most  of  the  blotches  at  the  top  of  the 
cut  showing  big  building  with  cupola 
and  flagstaffs.

being  set  just  right.  Most  likely  the 
cause  would  be  a  roller  not  set  snug 
to  the  vibrator.  In  this  case  there  could 
be  a  slippage  or  drag  of  the  roller 
across  the  form.  The  vibrators  should 
always  turn  the  form  rollers. 

A  hard  roller  could  cause  the  slur. 
In  order  to  find  which  roller  is  causing 
the  trouble,  take  out  all  but  one  roller, 
set  this  and  run  a  few  sheets.  If  0.  K., 
remove  and  set  another  roller  and  re¬ 
move,  until  all  four  rollers  have  been 
separately  tested.  Then  put  in  all  the 
rollers  if  all  have  been  found  to  ink 
correctly. 

Rollers  should  be  seasoned  and  fairly 
firm  before  being  put  to  use.  Halftone 
work  should  not  be  attempted  with  old 
rollers  which  have  lost  their  resiliency. 
Should  it  happen  that  you  have  but  one 
good  live  roller  at  any  certain  time, 
always  use  it  for  the  last  over  the  form, 
as  one  good  roller  so  placed  and  cor¬ 
rectly  set  will  often  make  up  for  the 
hard  or  defective  rollers  inking  the 
form  ahead  of  the  last  over  roller.

•  being  cut  evenly.  Either  the  butt 
end  of  the  first  slug  is  high,  or  the  sec¬ 
ond  slug  is  low.  Therefore  the  one 
bears  off  and  the  other  requires  build¬ 
ing  up  in  order  to  get  it  to  print.  Your 
remedy  here  is  to  adjust  the  cutting 
I  blades  of  the  machine  to  get  an  even 
I  height  slug,  end  to  end.

Eliminate  Jumping  of  Paper 

★  When  feeding  paper  on  an  open 
press,  it  is  sometimes  diflficult  to  pre¬ 
vent  jumping  of  the  paper  away  from 
the  gauge  pins  as  the  press  closes  for 
impression. 

To  eliminate  this,  paste  one  or  more 
strips  of  sandpaper,  %  to  1  inch  wide 
by  2  or  3  inches  long  to  the  tympan  at 
approximately  the  middle  and  along 
the  top  edge  (nearest  operator)  where 
sheet  to  be  printed  will  lay.  The  strips, 
of  course,  must  not  be  placed  where  im¬ 
pression  from  the  form  will  occur. 

For  exceptionally  unruly  paper,  mak¬ 
ing  a  slight  upward  bulge  in  the  strips 
furnishes  more  “traction”  which  the 
paper  must  overcome  before  it  can 
jump. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  feed  over  these 
strips,  and  will  definitely  permit  better 
register  at  higher  speeds.

Stop  Slugs  from  Working  Up 

★  Printers  always  run  into  work  up 
troubles,  especially  on  long  spacing  be¬ 
tween  columns  or  other  spacing  in 
forms  which  run  on  cylinder  presses. 

Being  a  compositor,  I  tried  to  elimi¬ 
nate  this  trouble  and  this  is  what  I  did: 
I  took  some  1"  double  coated  mounting 
tape  and  cut  off  about  and  pasted 
it  around  the  bottom  of  this  spacing 
material  in  a  few  places  and  dropped 
it  back  in  the  form  with  the  taped  side 
down. 

I  have  found  this  to  work  perfectly.

Filling  in  Irregular  Spaces 

★  Here  is  a  plan  I  have  found  much 
more  satisfactory  than  hot  metal  or  wet 
paper  for  filling  in  irregular  spaces  in 
ads: 

Simply  put  the  necessary  slugs  inside 
the  border  of  the  ad  at  top,  bottom  and 
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sides  and  such  other  material  as  runs 
full  width  of  the  ad  and  straight  across. 
When  this  is  done,  snug-up  the  ad  just 
a  trifle  loose  as  compared  to  what  the 
final  lock-up  will  be.  Then  put  the  ir¬ 
regular  cuts  or  other  matter  that  is  to 
run  on  angles,  in  circles,  etc.,  loose  in 
the  ad  where  you  want  them  to  be.  No 
need  to  wrap  with  tape  or  any  other 
special  treatment,  simply  set  them 
where  and  as  they  are  to  be.  Then  the 
only  other  equipment  needed  is  an  old 
machine  oil  can  and  a  box  of  patching 
plaster  that  can  be  bought  in  any  hard¬ 
ware  store  for  a  few  cents.  Mix  the 
plaster  with  water  so  that  the  mixture 
is  thin  enough  to  squirt  freely  out  of  the 
oil  can  spout,  and  fill  in  all  the  open 
spaces  in  the  ad.  In  a  few  minutes  the 
plaster  will  set  and  your  ad  is  ready 
to  go,  with  no  danger  of  work-ups  or 
any  other  kind  of  grief  that  I  have 
found. 

This  plan  is  much  better  than  hot 
lead,  because  it  is  so  much  easier  to 
pour,  can  be  put  easily  into  the  smallest 
spaces,  and  does  not  shrink  when  it 
sets.  If  some  of  it  is  spilled  on  the  type 
or  cuts,  there  is  no  damage;  just  wait 
till  it  is  time  to  put  the  form  on  the 
press,  then  take  a  wet  rag  and  wipe  off 
any  residue  on  the  printing  surface. 
When  it  is  time  to  throw  in  the  ad,  the 
plaster  comes  off  freely  in  clean  sec¬ 
tions,  and  what  little  remains  on  the 
type  or  slugs  can  be  wiped  off  in  a  few 
seconds. 

Am  glad  to  pass  this  idea  on  to  the 
fraternity,  because  it  has  worked  out 
for  us  far  better  than  the  hot  metal, 
paper,  or  “fitting-in”  any  other  kind  of 
spacing  material.  And  the  most  irregu¬ 
lar  “crazy-quilt”  ad  is  just  as  easy  to 
handle  as  one  with  only  a  single  diag¬ 
onal  line. 

One  thing  more — wash  the  oil  can  out 
right  away  after  use;  otherwise  the 
plaster  left  in  it  will  harden  and  make 
a  new  can  necessary.

Calls  for  War  Production 

A’  In  a  statement  issued  April  30,  George 
A.  Renard,  chief  of  the  Printing  and  Pub¬ 
lishing  Branch  of  the  War  Production 
Board  outlined  ways  and  means  by  which 
the  printing  industry  could  utilize  some  of 
its  facilities  to  war  production. 

Pointing  out  that  the  full  capacity  of  the 
printing  industry  to  produce  printing  will 
not  be  used  for  the  duration  of  the  war ;  and 
pointing  out,  in  addition,  that  printing  ma¬ 
chinery,  by  and  large,  is  capable  of  pro¬ 
ducing  printing  only,  Mr.  Renard  urged 
printing  plants  first,  to  utilize  whatever 
machine  tools  they  have;  and,  second,  to 
“get  into  the  metal  working  business.” 

He  urged  printers  to  sell  or  dismantle 
excess  printing  machinery ;  to  employ  a 
man  well-versed  in  machine  shop  practice; 
to  contact  prime  contractors  for  sub-con¬ 
tracts  ;  to  obtain  used  machine  tools,  which 
are  obtainable  and  which  are,  he  states, 
purchasable  without  priority  assistance ;  and 
to  train  employees  in  simple  machining  op¬ 
erations.

Printing  Ink  Order  M-53 

★  Printing  Ink  Conservation  Order  M-53, 
which  became  effective  April  1,  provides 
that:  (1)  No  ink  producer  (whether  for 


sale  or  for  consumption)  may  accept  de¬ 
liveries  in  excess  of  70%  of  his  1941  use — 
based  on  a  quarterly  basis — of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  materials:  Chrome  Yellows  and 
Oranges,  Molybdate  Orange,  Chrome 
Green,  Orange  Mineral,  any  one  class  of 
Organic  Pigment;  or  in  excess  of  100% 
of  1941  use  of  any  Iron  Blue;  (2)  Use  is 
restricted  on  the  above  items  to  the  same 
percentage  as  deliveries  are  restricted ;  (3) 
Use  of  Oil  Soluble  Toner  in  any  Black  Ink 
or  in  News  Ink  is  prohibited ;  (4)  Alkali 
Blue  or  other  Organic  Toner  use  in  Black 
Ink  is  restricted  to  the  percentages  shown 
in  “C-3”;  and  (5)  Use  of  any  Glycerol 
Phthalate  Resins  or  Phenolic  Resins  for 
the  production  of  any  Gloss  Ink,  Non- 
Scratch  Ink  or  Gloss  Overprint  Varnish, 
is  prohibited. 

Under  Order  P-94,  ink  producers  may 
extend  an  A-5  rating  under  the  terms  of 
the  order.  The  ultimate  effect  of  this  is  to 
take  care  of  emergency  conditions  in  which 
scarce  materials  are  required. 

The  Material  and  Supply  Service,  United 
Typothetae  of  America,  in  calling  atten¬ 
tion  to  this  Order  stated :  “As  of  the  date 
of  the  issuance  of  this  Order,  it  is  not 
anticipated  that  it  will  have  a  serious  effect 
upon  the  printing  industry,  inasmuch  as 
declining  markets  have  reduced  the  con¬ 
sumption  of- ink  more  than  30%.”

What  the  graphic  arts  can  do  for 
civilian  defense  is  exemplified  in  Phil¬ 
adelphia  where  a  project  is  under  way 
in  which  ad  men,  artists,  printers, 
lithographers  and  supply  firms  are  co¬ 
operating  on  posters  and  like  work  for 
home  defense.  The  graphic  arts  have 
sold  millions  of  dollars  in  war  savings 
stamps  and  bonds. 

Military,  textbook  and  technical 
publishers,  as  well  as  regular  trade 
book  houses  are  doing  a  land-office 
business  on  war  work — books  for  edu¬ 
cation  in  aviation,  machine  shop  prac¬ 
tice,  navigation,  aviation  and  aeronauti¬ 
cal  maintenance,  civil  air  defense, 
chemical  warfare,  infantry  training, 
officer’s  guides,  etc.  One  publisher 
alone  has  27  titles  on  books  for  war. 

Older  printers,  probably  of  too  broad 
a  beam  to  shoulder  a  gun  are  individu¬ 
ally  doing  their  war  jobs  as  air  raid 
wardens  and  in  other  home  unit  capaci¬ 
ties.  About  7,000  men  have  already  left 
newspaper  plants  to  enter  the  armed 
forces. 

It  is  the  job  of  printers  and  printing 
to  carry  on  the  usual  way  of  life  here  at 
home  so  far  as  the  war  effort  permits. 
There  should  be  no  minimization  of 
the  part  played  by  the  graphic  arts  in 
finally  beating  the  Axis  powers  to  their 
knees.

advertisements  or  printing  jobs  to  be 
proofed.  In  other  words,  do  not  proof 
a  4%''x9"  advertisement  on  a  proof 
sheet  ir'xl7".  Do  not  ask  for  and  do 
not  send  more  proofs  than  are  actually 
needed.  Engravers  usually  send  three 
proofs  of  new  cuts,  on  enamel  paper, 
when  one  proof  would  suffice.  If  more 
are  needed,  the  order  should  say  so,  or 
the  proofs  can  be  pulled  in  the  shop 
where  the  cut  is  to  be  printed. 

With  the  curtailment  of  tin,  prob¬ 
ably  new  containers  for  printing  ink 
will  be  devised.  Couldn’t  we  have  some 
containers  that  are  easier  to  open  than 
the  tin  cans  now  in  use?  A  small  ink 
container  for  the  proof  press  could  be 
devised.  Perhaps  something  in  the 
style  of  a  library  paste  jar,  with  a  cover 
to  keep  the  ink  from  getting  lumpy 
and  dirty,  would  be  desirable.

Until 
such  time,  however,  any  person  desir¬ 
ous  of  getting  delivery  of  critical  indus¬ 
trial  machinery  will  have  to  comply 
with  the  present  Limitation  Order  to 
avoid  the  penalties  provided  therein.

★  On  April  28,  1942,  Mr.  Leon  Henderson 
of  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  issued 
■a  comprehensive  regrulation  establishing 
maximum  prices  for  machines  and  parts, 
including  printing  machinery  and  auxiliary 
equipment  and  parts.  The  measure  titled 
Maximum  Price  Regulation  No.  136,  is 
part  of  the  OP  A  over-all  formal  price  stabil¬ 
ization  program.  Effective  May  18,  1942, 
the  new  regulation  specifies  October  1, 
1941  prices,  as  the  maximum  for  the  ma¬ 
chines  and  parts  it  covers. 

In  addition  to  providing  top  prices  for 
new  machines,  the  regulation  sets  formulae 
for  maximum  prices  for  used  and  rebuilt 
machines. 

Maximum  prices  for  rebuilt  and  guaran¬ 
teed  second-hand  machines  are  established 
at  85%  of  the  October  1,  1941,  net  price  of 
the  nearest  equivalent  new  machine.  For 
other  second-hand  machines  maximum 
prices  are  set  at  55%. 

Maximum  prices  are  also  established  for 
machine  work  resulting  in  a  machine  or 
part  for  which  a  maximum  price  is  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  regulation. 

Maximum  prices  under  the  new  regfula- 
tion  are  determined  by  reference  to  price 


sheets  or  reg^ular  quotations  usd  on  Oc¬ 
tober  1,  1941,  where  available. 

In  the  absence  of  these,  manufacturers’ 
prices  are  to  be  determined  by  the  same 
method  which  prevailed  on  October  1,  1941, 
using  labor  rates,  material  prices  and  over¬ 
head  rates  in  effect  on  that  date.  For  ma¬ 
chines  and  parts  which  cannot  be  priced 
under  either  of  these  methods,  the  proposed 
prices  must  be  submitted  to  the  Office  of 
Price  Administration  for  approval.  If  not 
disapproved  within  thirty  days,  the  pro¬ 
posed  price  becomes  the  maximum  price. 

In  announcing  the  formal  regulation  the 
OPA  said  that  most  of  the  machinery  in¬ 
dustry,  acting  on  requests  of  the  OPA, 
already  had  been  operating  under  informal 
price  control  with  quotations  for  products 
based  on  the  levels  of  last  October  1.

Government  Printing 

★  Public  Printer  A.  E.  GSegengack,  Gov¬ 
ernment  Printing  Office,  Washington 
D.  C.,  announced  recently  that  the  many 
inquiries  on  the  part  of  printing  plants 
throughout  the  country  asking  how  they 
can  help  government  printing,  has  necessi- 
tated  the  establishment  of  a  new  office.  This 
is  called  the  Office  of  Consultant  on  Com¬ 
mercial  Purchases. 


Mr.  Giegengack  has  appointed  Eustis  E. 
Morsberger  to  the  newly-created  post.  It 
is  his  duty  to  keep  himself  thoroughly 
posted  on  the  policies  of  the  Government 
Printing  Office  “and  the  procedures  it  fol¬ 
lows  with  respect  to  those  to  whom  specifi¬ 
cations  and  requests  for  bids  are  to  be  sent 
and  the  method  of  awarding  bids  and  mak¬ 
ing  contracts,  and  for  handling  related  mat¬ 
ters  both  before  and  after  contracts  are 
made.” 


The  administrative  order  creating  the  post 
states :  “This  order  is  issued  for  two  defi¬ 
nite  and  specific  purposes:  (1)  to  relieve 
already  overburdened  officials  of  time-con¬ 
suming  work  that  can  and  should  be  per¬ 
formed  in  the  office  hereby  created,  and  (2) 
to  make  certain  that  all  persons  who  seek 
information  of  the  type  referred  to  herein 
will  be  dealt  with  courteously  and  expe¬ 
ditiously  and  will  receive  authentic  informa¬ 
tion  as  to  the  policies  and  procedures  that 
are  being  currently  followed.” 

Mr.  Morsberger  came  to  the  Government 
Printing  Office  in  1939  from  the  Baltimore 
Sun,  where  he  was  employed  for  twenty 
years  as  printer,  proofreader,  and  head 
reader  on  the  Morning  Sun.  He  served  his 
apprenticeship  with  the  old  American  Label 
Company,  now  the  Baltimore  branch  of  the 
United  States  Printing  and  Lithograph 
Company.

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Windows  Made  Shatterproof 

★  Recent  tests  in  the  United  States,  sup¬ 
plementing  experiments  carried  on  in  Eng¬ 
land  last  year,  have  established  satisfactory 
methods  of  treating  window  glass  to  pre¬ 
vent  dangerous  shattering  and  splintering 
during  bombing  raids. 

The  experience  of  London  and  other  cities 
subjected  to  air  raids  showed  that  more  than 
75%  of  injury  to  persons  was  due  not  to 
the  bombs  directly,  but  to  flying  glass 
and  other  fragments  with  dangerous  glass 
splinters,  responsible  for  more  injuries  than 
any  other  single  cause. 

The  American  experiments  were  carried 
on  by  The  Arabol  Mfg  Co.,  New  York 
City,  makers  of  industrial  and  other  adhe¬ 
sives,  under  the  direction  of  Chief  Chemist 
William  Lee.  The  tests  revealed  that  most 
efficient  protection  could  be  obtained  either 
by  pasting  cheese  cloth  or  netting  to  the 
inside  of  the  window  glass,  or  by  coating 
both  sides  of  the  glass  with  heavy  rubber 
adhesive.  The  popular  method  of  cross 
taping  windows  used  widely  in  London  at 
the  beginning  of  the  war,  was  found  to  be 
relatively  ineffective  since  protection  was 
found  to  depend  upon  the  amount  of  glass 
surface  covered  regardless  of  the  pattern  of 
the  tape.  The  tests  revealed  that  some  tape 
patterns  might  prove  more  dangerous  than 
unprotected  windows  by  causing  longer  and 
narrower  splinters  of  glass  than  normally. 

“A  heavy  rubber  base  adhesive,”  Mr.  Lee 
said,  “has  proved  its  effectiveness  both  in 
experiment  and  in  actual  bombing.  The 
shortage  of  rubber,  however,  plus  the  com¬ 
parative  high  cost  of  good  rubber  adhesive 
even  in  normal  times,  led  us  to  seek  another 
method  which  would  combine  the  same  ad¬ 
vantages  yet  not  be  subject  to  priority  or 
shortages,  and  not  too  difficult  to  apply  at 


home.  We  found  our  answer  in  net  back¬ 
ing,  combined  with  a  certain  type  of  paste 
widely  used  in  many  industries  for  many 
years.” 

“Not  all  types  of  glue  or  paste,”  he 
added,  “are  applicable  to  shatterproofing. 
Adhesives  easily  crystallized  or  affected  by 
temperature  and  humidity  changes  are  un¬ 
reliable.  Since  the  force  of  the  explosion 
is  absorbed  by  the  backing  of  net  or  cheese 
cloth,  the  elasticity  of  the  paste  and  the 
strength  with  which  it  holds  glass  splinten 
to  the  backing,  is  the  real  measure  of  pro¬ 
tection.” 

The  successful  adhesive  is  now  available 
for  general  use  under  the  name  of  Arabol 
Shatterproof  Paste.  It  is  recommended  with 
a  net  backing  or  with  a  backing  of  black 
opaque  cloth  for  blackout  and  shatterproof¬ 
ing.  It  is  easily  applied  and  easily  removed 
when  necessary.  Equally  effective  are  old 
curtains,  bed  sheeting,  muslin,  or  similar 
materials  usually  around  the  house.  In 
areas  where  raids  threaten,  it  is  advisable 
to  keep  the  material  and  the  paste  handy. 
The  paste  itself  is  translucent,  allowing  a 
pleasant  diffused  daylight  to  come  through 
and  avoiding  the  unpleasant  effect  of 
blacked-out  rooms  during  the  day.  Among 
other  advantages  it  was  pointed  out  that 
the  raw  materials  are  not  subject  to  priority 
and  are  readily  available.

It  comprises  those  firms  and 
individuals  in  the  graphic  arts  industries 
that  manufacture,  distribute,  sell,  lease  or 
rebuild  machinery  and  that  will  be  affected 
by  Limitations  WPB  Order  L-83  and  sub¬ 
sequent  rulings,  or  rulings  of  the  Office  of 
Price  Administration,  and  other  govern¬ 
mental  bureaus. 

The  charter  members  of  the  organization 
are  Graphic  Arts  Equipment  Company, 
Chas.  N.  Stevens  Company,  Nygren-Dahly 
Company,  J.  Gus  Liebenow,  John  S.  Plum¬ 
mer,  Tompkins  Printing  Equipment  Com¬ 
pany,  Julius  Sweig,  Vandercook  &  Sons, 

C.  F.  Anderson  &  Company,  Type  &  Press 
of  Illinois,  E.  G.  Ryan  &  Company,  R.  R. 
Perry,  Inc.,  Chicago  Printers  Machinery 
Works,  and  A.  Ralph  Quaintance.

Carnegie  Alumni  Reunion 

★  The  annual  Alumni  Reunion  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Printing,  Carnegie  Institute  of 
Technology,  was  held  on  April  17  and  18. 

“Management  Control  Accounting  and 
Production  Standards  Procedures”  was  the 
topic  of  the  opening  technical  session.  Car¬ 
negie  Printing  graduate,  H.  Brooks  Ely, 
who  has  been  assisting  the  United  Typo- 
thetate  of  America  in  developing  a  system 
of  control  accounting,  led  the  discussion. 
Stating  that  profit  is  the  underlying  motive 
for  existence  of  any  business,  Mr.  Ely  re¬ 
lated  his  discussion  of  management  control 
accounting  to  the  profit  motive. 

The  discussion  of  control  accounting  and 
standards  procedures  led  logically  into  the 
discussion  of  the  second  topic  considered  at 
the  technical  sessions,  namely  “The  Future 
of  the  Medium  and  Large  Printer.”  Dis¬ 
cussion  on  this  topic  was  led  by  Thomas  P. 
Butler,  vice-president  and  treasurer  of  Her- 
bick  and  Held  Co.,  Pittsburgh.  The  topic 
theme  which  Mr.  Butler  presented  was  a 
direct  challenge  to  the  printing  industry. 

Round-table  discussion  on  ‘‘Meeting 
Changing  Conditions  in  the  Graphic  Arts 
in  a  War  Economy”  was  participated  in  by 
many  of  the  visiting  alumni.  It  was  gen¬ 
erally  agreed  that  difficult  days  are  ahead 
for  the  printing  industry,  but  it  was  like¬ 
wise  emphasized  that  the  extremely  de¬ 
pressed  point  of  view  found  among  certain 
representatives  of  the  graphic  arts  industry 
was  not  justified.  Ways  and  means  of 
adapting  printing  production  to  existing 
social  and  business  needs  were  discussed  at 
some  length.  It  was  generally  agreed  that 


the  fundamental  problem  was  one  of  de¬ 
termining  the  needs  for  printing  under  con¬ 
ditions  now  existing  and  likely  to  develop 
in  the  near  future.  Many  reported  that  form 
printing  and  straight  black-and-white  work 
was  on  the  increase  and  that  the  greatest 
reduction  in  volume  had  occurred  in  color- 
process  work. 

Off-the-record  comments  by  Craig  R. 
Spicher,  educational  director  of  Miehle 
Printing  Press  and  Manufacturing  Com¬ 
pany  (who  was  press  work  instructor  at 
Carnegie  from  1915-1920),  would  lead  one 
to  believe  that  the  printing  industry  will 
undergo  marked  changes  during  the  present 
emergency  and  will,  as  a  consequence,  be  a 
distinctly  different  industry  in  the  period 
after  the  close  of  the  war. 

The  reunion  closed  with  the  annual  ban¬ 
quet.  John  A.  Backus  presented  an  illus¬ 
trated  lecture  on  “Evolution  of  a  Civiliza¬ 
tion  Through  the  Evolution  of  a  Craft,” 
and  MacD.  Sinclair  gave  an  address  en¬ 
titled  “Prospecting  in  Printing.”  Mr.  Sin¬ 
clair  emphasized  the  need  for  realism  in 
evaluating  current  conditions,  and  called 
upon  the  representatives  of  the  industry  to 
accept  present  circumstances  as  a  challenge 
for  service  to  the  nation  in  the  emergency 
period.  O.  B.  Wood,  of  the  1942  graduat¬ 
ing  class  of  the  Department  of  Printing, 
served  as  toastmaster. 

Ray  B.  Keller,  Carnegie  ’24  (Hammermill 
Paper  Company,  Erie,  Pennsylvania),  was 
elected  to  succeed  Robert  H.  Caffee,  '30 
(William  G.  Johnston  Company,  Pitts¬ 
burgh),  as  president  of  the  Carnegie  Alumni 
Association.  New  regional  vice-presidents 
ejected  at  the  meeting  are  Ralph  H.  Bartels, 
'34  (General  Litho  &  Printing  Company, 
Rockford,  Illinois) ;  H.  Brooks  Ely,  '37 
(United  Typothetate  of  America,  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.)  ;  and  Francis  P.  Dill,  ’32  (The 
Davis  Press,  Worcester,  Massachusetts).
